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GULF CITIES IN 


GRASP OF STORM 


Mighty Hurricane Sweeps a Wall of 


Water Over Mobile, Pensacola 


and Other Places. 


SCORES DEAD; PHOTO LOSS MILLIONS 


Details of the destruction wrought at Mobile, Pensacola and other gulf 


cities in the United States by the hurricane Friday evening are extreme- 
ly meagre today, but enough has been learned to confirm the earlier re- 
ports of the vastness of the destruction. Almost the entire shore line ol 
Mobile by has been devastated. 
In Mobile alone it IB believed near a 


hundred lives were lost, many ships were sunk or badly damaged and 
the loss of life and property damage elsewhere around the bay will be 
correspondingly heavy. At Pensacote at least twenty-five lives were lost 
and the property damage will reach $6,000,000. Many ships In the harbor 
were destroyed or damaged. 


A dispatch received today at Meridian, Miss., from Mobile, says: 
"Information. from Mobile by train this morning confirms the report 


that Coden, Ala., Port Alabama and Bayou La Batre have been wiped off 
the map and that but one house, the Julius house, Is left standing at Coden. 
Among the dead are some of the moat prominent people of the coast, In- 
cluding the wife and young daughter of State Senator 8. McRae, of Wash- 
ington county. Major D, J. Stevens, Olive Werneth, wife and young daugh- 
ter and H. G. Turner, a leading lumberman. The entire west shore below 
Mobile Is reported completely devastated. Twenty-five bodies have been re- 
covered and thirty more were reported as known to have perished. Many 
bodies of negroes are Included In this report and the survivors of the race 
are terror stricken and helpless. The whites of the vicinity, as well aa 
many from Mobile, are reported as having heavily armed themselves and 
are patrolling as much of the devastated territory as possible to protect 
the victims and their property and caring for the Injured and terrified ne- 
groes and compelling them to help In clearing the wreckage." 


Birmingham, Ala, Sept. 29.—Mall 


advices sent from Mobile last night 
and received here today Indicate that 
earlier accounts of the great storm 
and the havoo wrought were not ex- 
aggerated. The complete death list 


, has not been made up, because many 


•mall towns along the coast have not 
been heard from, but from what Is 
known it is believed that it will range 
close to one hundred. 


Only four houses are left standing 


at Alabamaport, while Coden, another 
coast resort, has been almost wlpe< 
out. 
Headmaster Brown, of the Bay 


Shore road, who has reached Mobile 
from a trip along that line, said tha 
If the missing persons did not turn 
up the number of dead along the Bay 
Shore road alone would reach fifty 
He said that fifteen dead bodies hac 
been recovered. 


Town Completely Destroyed. 


Thomas D. McDonald, who came in 


from Coden. said that that place was 
In the direct path of the storm ant 
was almost complexly destroyed. He 
said that help was needed by the 
people along the shore and a special 
train with 
provisions 
was started 


from Mobile. 


The worst suffering and destruction 


Is said to be at Alabamaport, where 
many people have lost all they p'os 
eessed. The wife and child of Judge 
J. E. Alford at that place who were 
reported lost were saved. Judge Al- 
ford, A. G. Ward, sr., and F. S. Ward, 
of New Orleans, also were saved. 


Navy Cove, near Fort Morgan, and 


the home of many bay 
pilots, was 


wiped out by the storm. Pilot Frank 
Midget, who has come in from thai 
place, says that every house in Navy 
Cove was wrecked. 
Seven 
persons 


are known to be dead at that place. 


Eastern Shore Devastated. 


Advices from along 
the 
eastern 


shore of Mobile bay are that the en- 
tire shore haa been wrecked. 
The 


wharves at Fair Hope, Battle Point, 
Clear, Marlow and other places were 
destroyed. Conductor David Rice, of 
the Mobile and Bay Shore railroad, 
reports that a large number of dead 
bodies had floated ashore from the 
direction of Dauphin island, 
which 


leads to the belief that the settlement 
on that island has been swept away. 


One boat from Dauphin Island con- 


taining thirteen members of a family 
is reported Ibst.

GETTING DETAILS OF STORM. 


New-Orleans 
Learns 
of 
Extent of 


Thursday's Disaster. 


New Orleans, Sept. 29.—Hourly the 


accounts of the magnitude of Thurs- 
day's storm in 
Mississippi 
become 


more serious today as the interrupted 
telegraphic communication with that 
state was resumed in every-direction. 
Town after town In the interior wired 
here that buildings had been blown 
down, 
lives endangered 
and 
crops 


blown flat in the fields. 


Simultaneously there 
arrived an 


enumeration' of an almost unbroken 
line of wreckage of shipping on 
the 


gulf coast In the direction of Mobile, 
However, all reports of this situation 
ended abruptly at a point about fifty 
miles west of Mobile. In addition to 
the shipping washed ashore on the 
mainland first reports came in today 
of vessels wrecked or stranded on the 
chain of islands out In the gulf, which 
form the Mississippi sound. 


No Loss of Life Reported. 


The little news which arrived from 


the Mississippi river delta added to 
the property damage reported there, 


. but although the lower end of th< 
delta had been submerged as far as 
tffo eye could 
roach 
and although 


steamers coming up the river reported 
that they passed floating household 


goods, no loss of Ilfo was reported. It 
may be several days before the details 
are learned about 
the fishing and 


oyster country In the low delta lands, 
which are Isolated even from Quar- 
antine and Pllottown, the only places 
on the lower river having telegraphic 
communication with this city. 


Reports from 
Hattiesburg, Miss., 


was thnt the town had suffered about 
$300,000 -damage from wind and water 
During 'tfle. latter part of the blow 
there wns such a quantity of wreck- 
age In the streets that few persons 
attempted to walk about. The flre de- 
partment, was called out in the vicin- 
ity of Gordon, creek to rescue women 
and 
children 
imprisoned 
In thel 


homes by an overflow of the creek 
Five buildings were blown down, on 
of them being a large warehouse. Th< 
First National bank was unroofed. 


Brook Haven reported that, an en 


glne and caboose, the latter currying 
a theatrical troupe, ran Into .1 wash 
out on the Mississippi Central rail 
road near the town. 
Five trainmen 


were Injured, three perhaps fatally. 


Fear for the Negroes. 


Many of the Mississippi reports 


express apprehension about the rura 
negro population, saying that their lit 
tie cabins have been blown down by 
scores. All reports thus far received 
agree that damage to the cotton crop 
will be the most serious result of the 
storm in Mississippi. The loss Is esti- 
mated at 20 to 25 per cent. 


On the Mississippi gulf coast, In ad- 


dition to the twenty-five small stihoon- 
ers reported wrecked last night, Ship 
and Cat islands in Mississippi sound 
have five wrecked 
barks 
on their 


shores. The, barks Nurnberg and Her- 
cules are reported as total wrecks. 
The Norwegian bark Mandollna or 
Mandalay, is full of water and a Nor- 
wegian bark,

Slgrav, was partly dismantled. 
American bark, name given as Florlne, 
was ashore and pounding to pieces. 


During the storm at Bay St. Louis, 


a small schooner is reported to have 
cut her way through several 
light 
piers and then to have knocked a bath 
house off the piling on which it stood. 


Reports from the 100 miles of gulf 


coast, through which the Louisville 
and Nashville opened communication 
last night say there is an apparently 
founded rumor that several men were 
drowned during the hurricane while 
attempting to save their boats. 


Storm Central About Mobile. 


Despite the large loss of shipping 


on the coast the towns and health re- 
sorts dotting the water's edge suffered 
almost no damage up to the fifty mile 
radius out of Mobile. Reports which 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
received from within this radius said 
that several miies of track have prob- 
ably been washed 
away , between 


5cranton, Miss., and Mobile. Between 
West Pascngoula and Scranton, where 
:he railroad bed was built over a 
marsh about two miles of filling was 
swept almost completely away. 
The 


oss incurred by the railroad has not 
been estimated. 


In the Mississippi river delta coun- 


try the damage to Fort St. Philip was 
reported by two pilots who made a 
:rip 
up the river immediately after 


he storm. They said that back water 
from the gulf covered tho land in the 
vicinity of tho fort, for a distance of 
five miles along the river. At a point 
seventy-three miles down the river 
hey said the hurricane tide opened a 
hole, in the Mississippi river levee 
and it was not until late Thursday aft- 
ernoon that the gulf water stopped 
flowing through this break. 


Freaks of the Wind. 


The pilots also saw fishermen's lug- 


ger boats on the island high out of 
water. They reported that the wind 
had carried several overhead wooden 
.isterns Into the Mississippi and driv- 
en them across 
the 
river, leaving 


hem stranded on the opposite shore 
rom their owners.

HIT AT HIGH SPEED 


Large Number of Injured Taken 


from the Wreck—Scene of Dis- 


aster at Eddington, Pa. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 29.—Seven per- 


sons were killed and probably twenty 
njured in a rear end collision on the 
New York division of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad near Eddington, Pa., nine- 
teen miles north of here today. The 
refusal of air brakes to work is given 
as the cause of the slaughter.

Following its customary polic 


silence, the Pennsylvania rallroac 
clines absolutely to furnish inforraa- 
.ion regarding tbe cause of the wreck 
or the number of killed or injured. It 
s stated by passengers, however, that 
:he Long Branch express, bound for 
Philadelphia, bad stopped to cool a 
lot journal. 


While the train crew were at work 


on the journal 
the 
express 
train 


which left New York at 7:30 a. m. 
hundered around a curve and crashed 
nto the Long Branch train. It Is do- 
clared that the express

fork disregarded signals 
and

caused the accident. 
Most of those 


itfllSd and tinjured were in a Pullman 
carbon the rear of the Long Branch 
rain. It was cut In two as with a 
tnlfe and the impact smashed the 
wo Coaches ahead of it. 
Because of lack of facilities It was 


some, time before the work of rescue 
began. 'A train was quickly made up 
and most.of the Injured were brought 
to this city, though some were sent to 
Bristol and Trenton.whlle others were 
cared for in neighboring farm houses. 
The dead were extracted from the 
mass of wreckage and stretched out 
alongside the track. Two hours later 
a northbound passenger train was 
stopped at Hie sceno; of the wreck and 
the bodies of seven dead were sent tp 
a morgue at Bristol, Pa., seven ml'.c-a 
from Eddington.

Fighting Ships of the Nitvy Give 


Performance for the Com- 


mander-ln-Chief. 


Barnstahle, Mass., Sept. 29.—The gov- 


ernment yacht Mayflower with President 
Roosevelt on board Joined the battleships 
of the North Atlantic squadron shortly be- 
fore 8 o'clock this morning and prepara- 
tions were at once begun for the target 
practice, to witness which, the presl- 
dent made the trip from Oyster Bay to- 
day. 


The president had come 290 miles by 


water to witness a six-hours' program 
arranged to show as fully as possible the 
workings of modern ships of war under 
fighting conditions. 
The fleet Included 


battleships of the North Atlantic 


squalron. the flagship Maine and the first, 
class battleships Missouri, Illinois, Ala- 
bama, Kearsarge and Iowa. The cruis- 
er Tankton was also attached to the fleet 
as n. dispatch boat and there were half 
a dozen torpedo boat destroyers. 
The 


sky was cloudless and there was aoarce- 
y breeze enough to cause a ripple on 
the water. 


Tho warships lay stretched out In ono 


long ten mile line with the Missouri at 
the eastern end. 
It was' toward this 


.atter vessel that tho Mayflower headed 
as soon as she turned Into tbe bay. for it 
md been arranged that the president 
should sec the small arm, sub calibre and 
other drills from her decks during the 
day as welt as the target practice by all 
the ships. 
The targets were all In posl- 


lon, .having been towed out during thfc 
night. 


Soon nftor the Mayflower had come to 
n anchorage, 
the president 
went on 


>oard the Missouri, his Hag was run up 
at her pea.k and shortly after 9 o'clock 
he big battleship steamed out Into the 
bay In the direction of the turret grounds. 
Shortly afterwards the maneuvers were 
n full play. 
The movements of tho bat- 


leshlps and of the sma.ller craft were 
ibservod' by a large number of spectators 
on shore, although the practice of the 
vessels h.irl become familiar to the resi- 
dents.

by Cutting Throat. 


LEFT HOME IN NIGHT 


His Remains Were Found Halt a 


Mile Distant After Search of 


Several Hours. 


Shortly after 2 o'clock this afternoon 


tho lifeless body of Fred Blessing, a 
well known Lake township farmer, 
was found in the woods a half mile dis- 
tance from his home. He had ended 
his life by cutting his throat, and the 
body was discovered only after several 
hours' search. No cause has been as- 
signed for the suicide. 


In the meagre details which came to 


the city with the call for the coroner, 
it was learned that Blessing, 
arose 


from his bed during the night and 
left the house. When he did not re- 
turn this morning his family instituted 
senrch for him, but it was not until 
this afternoon that tho remains were 
found. 


Coroner Stults and Deputy Sheriff

scene to make an Investigation. Bless- 
ing was about 40 years of age, and Is 
survived by tbe widow and three chil- 
dren. His home Is on the Leesburg 
road, six and one-half miles west of 
the city.

TAFT TAKES OVER 


THE GOVERNMENT 


United States Secretary of War Issues 


Proclamation of Intervention and 


Becomes Acting Governor. 


ARMY WILL BE mm 
TO CUBA AT ONCE 


Havana, Sept. 29— An American pro- 


vioiunal government asumed posses- 
sion today when War Secretary Tuft's 
proclamation declaring himself 
pro- 


visional governor of the Island wr.s for- 
mally issued. 
The proclamation was 


published in. the Official Gazette and 
thousands of printed copies of the doc- 
ument were distributed in Havana and 
elsewhere. 


The terms of the proclamation 


caused great satisfaction, especially on 
account of the moderate terms 
in 


which it is phrased, its statement that 
the provisional government of Cuba 
is undertaken only on account of the 
necessities of the situation and its 
promise that the provisional govern- 
ment will be maintained purely for tho 
purpose of restoring peace. 


Roosevelt Not Disturbed. 


No one appears inclined to doubt the 


good Intentions of President Roosevelt 
and his representatives and there is 
ro apprehension of any serious trouble 
ur resistance to the provisional govern- 
ment. In any part of Cuba. 


While Governor Tuft has not yet 


taken possession of the palace, this" Is 
only because ex-PrcEident Palma will 
not be ready to vacate the official resi- 
dence until Monday, and Mr. Taft de- 
sires to do whatever he can to suit the 
ex-president's convenience.

Smart Coat for Girl of Eleven 


To stay the remorseless ravages of 


time is beyond all human capabilities; 
but. to repair them—when they occur 
in the china cupboard at any rate—is 
perfectly possible, and china mending. 


domestic accomplishment, is an art— 
or perhaps craft is the better word— 
which is not to be despised. 


Patience nnd perseverance and care- 


ful figuring Is all that, it demands, and 
the only tools which are Indispensable 
are a drill, a file, a supply of wire for 
rivets, a pair 
of cutting nippers, a 


hammer, a copper soldering bit and a 
few brushes. 


Cemems and a soldering solution 


can lie home made without, the slight- 
est 
difficulty 
from 
the 
following 


recipes, and a small quantity of pot- 
ter's 
slay 
and 
plaster 
of Paris. 


Pieces 
which

aged beyond repair and must be re- 
placed by reproductions can be mod- 
elled, and a box of enamel paints to 
color them, conclude the list of neces- 
saries. 


To cement, together a break In a 


small object is a very simple opera- 
tion. Wash the edges of the fracture, 
smooth them with a file and warm 
them, and apply a small quantity of 
cement and press the broken pieces 
together with the fingers and thumb, 
and to hold them in position while the 
cement is setting smear on a thin lay- 
ers of sealing wax in places over the 


crack. This can be removed with a 
penknife quite easily. 


An excellent and instantaneous ce- 


ment, for porcelain can he made by 
steeping three ounces of orange shellac 
and one-fourth ounce of yellow resin 
and mixing them together and pulling 
the mixture out. into strips, which will 
harden like sticks of sealing wax and 
can be softened again in the same way 
by the application of a little heat. And 
for a transparent cement for joining 
glass and very fragile china nothing 
can he better than one ounce of white

water, three-fourths ounce of acetic 
acid and one-half ounce of rectified 
spirit. This mixture, when poured off 
Into bottles and corked securely will 
harden in time, but. can be liquefied 
at any moment by holding the bottle 
in boilins water.

Just at this time a (Strap 
of adhesive plaster will be found rest- 
ful to the feet. 
Make the strap two 


and a half or throe inches broad, lay it 
under the foot beneath the urch, bring 
the two ends up, crossing them at the 
front, of the ankle and let them run up 
the sides of the legs for about ten 
inches. What will prevent this trouble 
entirely, according to an orthopaedic 
surgeon of reputation, is constant too- 
ing in. Some there are who support 
weak arches by a steel one. The lat- 
ter is leather covered on the upper 
side so that.

These steel arches are adjustable to 
any pair of shoes, slipping easily in 
and out.

that was depicted bv Wescott. 


Hannum, or Harum, while not a col- 


lege or, university graduate, was fairly 
•well educated, energetic and shrewd 
In matters of business, but honorable 
In his dealings with his fellow men. 


His was an Impulsive nature, sym- 


pathetic and generous to a fault. 


He loved little children and with 


many a five dollar bill did he enrich 
the cotters of traveling circuses and 


tho management of the annual Cort- 
land county fair so that the swarms of 
"kids" who had learned to await his 
appearance on these occasions might 
behold the wonders of the circus ring 
and the menagerie attachments and 
witness tho queer antics of the clowns 
so dear to not only the hearts of little 
folk but their elders as well, from time 
immemorial. 


It seems strange to the many people 


who make annual pilgrimages to Hom- 
er from all over the country that they 
may behold the village in which Har- 
um dwelt, the scene of much of the 
activity of his life, and whose fame 
through the instrumentality of West- 
cott's novel has given tho quaint old 
village more notoriety than all the 
fame achieved by her sons who have 
gone forth from the portals of the old 
academy Into the world of letters, art 
and diplomacy, should 
pennit 
his 


grave to remain all these years ne- 
glected and unmarked, save by Butler, 
the Cortland photographer, to whom 
the Sentinel is Indebted for the picture 
that appears la Us columns today.

permit her body to lie beside that of 
her husband and she will be buried 
near Willlamsport, while the Inter- 
ment of the husband will take place at 
Bloomfield. 


Harrod came to Fort Wayne to kill 


his wife as Eli Harrod, his father, 
stated that he had warned his boy not 
to do anything that would bring sor- 
rov.' upon his mother and sister and it 
is possible he had made threats be- 
fore he started upon his journey. The 
wife had been forced by 111 treatment 
to leave him and had said she would 
apply for a divorce, although it would 
hnve been necessary for her to hava 
lived In the state two years before It 
could have been granted. 


The husband was twenty-one and 


the wife eighteen at the time of the 
wedding and there was no objection 
to the union on account of the youth 
of the contracting parties. The worn-, 
nn's father is a blacksmith and the 
elder Harrod Is a farmer and after the 
marriage the couple lived on a farm. 
Harrod afterward went to Crestline 
and became a brakeman on the Penn-, 
sylvania and later served as a freight 
handler here. He drank heavily after 
he left the farm and this caused the 
tragedy of Thursday. 


Messages announcing the murder 


and suicide did not reach the parents- 
until Friday morning and the fathers 
of the couple arrived at 4 o'clock In 
the afternoon.
